EXPECT HARVEST OPERATIONS. 
TO COMMENCE END OF WEEK 

Following a set-back of over a” 
week, farmers of the district ex- 


‘pect to be able to resume harvest- 


ing operations this week-end cr 
the early part of next week, unless 
further rain hinders this, Heavy 
rains last week made threshing or 
combining operations impossible. 

Jt is estimated that only approx- 
imately half of the wheat acreage 
sown in the-district has been har- 
vested. Yields have been very 
satisfactory to date, and greatly ex 
ceed yields of district crops for the 
past ten or twelve years. An av- 
erage of around 17 bushels ver 
acre is being reported. 

Haying operations in the ELD. 
have also been halted due to the 
excessive moisture. 

Quota deliveries at Bassano are 
at the present time eight bushels of 
wheat per acre, and at Rosemary, 
fifteen bushels per acre. | It is ex- 
pected that further deliveries will 
be permitted later in the fall.

FIRE PREVENTION WEEK—OCTOBER 6th TO 12th 


BY PROCLAMATION or His Excellency the Governor General of 
Canada, this week, October 6th to 12th, has been set aside as Fire 
Prevention Week. This week provides an annual occasion to impress 
upon the public consciousness the énormous cost of the fire waste, to 
the end that conditions may be improved and fire carelessness reduced. 

The world has passed through a year of the second Great War 
and we have all read accounts of the devastation and havoc that has 
been wrought by means of incendiary and high explosive bombs and 


we are shocked by the details of such accounts. Yet in the twenty 
years since Fire Prevention Week was first established in Canada, this 
country has recorded more than 800,000 fires involving a property loss 
of over $726,000,000 and a loss in human lives of more than 7,700. Our 
complacency in this respect is only matched by the complacency with 
which we watched Hitler attain power. 

Fire is no respecter of persons. Every man has a responsibility to- 
wards his neighbors and that responsibility should cause every right- 
thinking person to pause and consider what he owes the community in 
which he lives. We owe it to ourselves but in a greater degree to our 
fellow-citizens to permit no condition to exist upon our premises that 
will invite a visitation of fire. A great majority of fires are so easy to 
prevent that it is certainly a moral crime to tolerate the things which 


bring them about.

They are’the men of the army 
of Free France, of the Polish Leg- 
ion, of the Netherlands Army under 
Prince Bernhard, and of the Bel- 
gian,, Norwegia1 and Czech forces 
which had fought in ¥rance and 
continued to fight for Britain. Be- 
cause thousands of their relatives 


_| still live under the shadow of the 


Gestapo in occupied countries, they 
are the “unknown” men who hide 
their identity so that ruprigals can- 
not be vented on innocent ‘persons, 
Only their commanders, like Gen, 
Charles de Gaulle and a few of 
their officers, are known. 

British army stores, despite ef- 
forts to keep them replenishéd, were 
wiped out by the demands of Brit- 
ain’s own evacuated men, Into this 
emergent condition stepped the Can 
adian Red Cross, in response to 
Britain's call, and opened its ware- 
house. Typical of the materials 
supplied were these: 40,000 band- 
ayes, 5,000 pneumonia jackets, 10- 
069 pairs socks, 25,000 dressings, 
5,000 sweaters, 42 cases clothing, 
and much more. All this went to 
unknown men, 

In a terse communique, issued as 
his men assembled in a_ football 
stadia aleng the south coast of Eng- 
land, a French general, lying on a 
stretcher with both legs broken, is- 
sued ‘his first statement. It sum- 
marized the story of the unknown 
rien: 

“We shall be nameless and free. 
We are simply acquitting a debt 
to our country by sacrificing every- 
thing for her—even our families, 
in return for the thousand years of 
happiness and security she had giv- 
en our forefathers.” 

That is why the story of the army 
of the unknown is never told in 
pictures,
